INOVA does not disclose a projector installation 
fixture for detachably mounting a projector on a side end of an 
upper surface panel of a table or desk. The projector is mounted 
below a desk, but is not detachably mounted on a side end of the 
desk. HAILE-MARIAM discloses a projector installation fixture 
for detachably mounting a projector on a side end of an upper 
surface panel of a table or desk, but there is no motivation in 
the references to modify this fixture so that the projector is 
mounted below the desk, nor is the cumbersome structure of the 
INOVA system amenable to the end mounting of HAILE-MARIAM. 
Accordingly, claim 4 is believed to be allowable. 

In view of the present amendment and the foregoing 
remarks, it is believed that the present application has been 
placed in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and allowance 
are respectfully requested.
